Sinece May 1, 1815, to the present
time, the state insurance commission
has issued more than 25,000 agents’
[and insurance company licenses to do
buginest in Nebraska, The fscal

| vear of Insurance licenses dates from

May 1 of each year. There are 380
companies doing business in the
gtate and the amount of fire Insur-
ance in foree, according to the 1915
preliminary report issued by the de-
partment, totals $1,109,181,960. The
amount of life and fire risks written
during the year amounts to $5635,-
533,415, while the losses in all lines
were $11.114,5618. The premiums
recelved will agpregate $18,922,0KS.
fo correlate (h's great mass of lig
ures and to keep in touch with the
vast amount of business done by
these insurance companies require an
immense amount of effort and labor,
'and as a result the insurance depart-
ment is one of the buslest in the
state house.

0. E. Bernecker, secretary of the
atate board of equalization, recently
'sent out letters containing instrue-
tions to county assessors on how lo
handle automobile assessments this
yeur, and he reports that as a result
|of these instructions, assessors have
i been unusually successful in unearth-
"ing hundeeds of autos that apparent-
Iy were not heretofore in existence.
' Substantially his advise was to as-
sess antomobiles as follows: New, 15
I per cent off; one year old, 30 per
cent; two years old, 40 per cent]
three years old, 565 per cent; and
| four years old, 70 per cent. In addi-
tion to this the assessor was instruct-
ed to procure from tlie county treas-
urer a certificate in duplicate ghow-
ing the total number of cars register-
{ed in his office on April 1, retaining a
| copy and sending one to the secre-
ltary. By doing this the ngsessor as-
certains if all care are llsted for tax-
ation. If he finds they are not he
goes out and hunts them up. This
has resulted in a larger mumber of
cars being shown up for taxation than
Lever before, one coupnly showing an
increase of more than G00 ecars,

A school bond issue of $50 000
from North Platte was received at
the anditor's office for registration
last week., The bonds had been dis-
posed of to a Denver brokerage firm,
but before completing the coatract
the firm insisted on the certificate
being countersigned by the secretary
of state as well a8 the state auditor.
This is the firet time this request bhas
been made under State Auditor
Smith's administration. In 1913 a
jaw was passed by the legislature
providing that all bonds “shall be
first registered by the sauditor of
public acocunts and by him certified
to the county elerk,” ete, Under the
old law such bonds were required to
be ecertified to by both the auditor
and secretary of state. When the
new provision was passed, however,
it failed to repeal the old law, al-
though Grant Martin, attorney gen-
eral at that time, rendered an opin-
jon holding that the former measure
was automatically repealed by the
new statute. Under the provigions of
the law the auditor receives no com-
pensation for registering or certify-
I ing bonds, but it is different with the
gacretary of state. He can charge
for his services, and he did. He con-
sldered that $1 for his signature and
seal would not be confiscatory, and
received a $50 fee for signing fifty
honds worth $1,000 each, which §50
will go into the state treasury. It is
sald the North Platte peaple also re-
eeived $1.800

STOCK PAYS DIVIDENDS

Publicity Bareau of Rallrond Broth-
erhoods Says That GUreat Ime
provement Has Been Made

Cleveland, ©Ohlo, April 19 - -The
following statement was issued today
by the feur transportation brothear-
hoods: g

Opponents of tho eoight-hour dny
movement for rallway [(reight train
crews aroe attempting to make eapl-
tal ont of the statement that “35 per
cent of all rallway stock pays no div-
idends."’

Sympathy I8 desired for the poor
stockholder who might suffer a de-
crense  in his  dividends If better
working conditions are granted to
the wage earners of the rallways. It
ig a fallacy, of course, to think that
the granting of better hours will re-
sult in n deerease in dividends, but
that s the argument that is being
put.-up by the rallroads,

As far as dividends are concerned
rallway stock I8 in much betler shape
than it ever was, and when It Is as-
gerted that 35 per cent of all rail-
way stock pays no dividends, it
ghould also be shown that In 1887
only 30 per cent of all rallway stock
patd dividends, and in 1914, which
was the last avallable figures, 67 per
cent of all railway stock pald divi-
dends, There has been a gradual in-
crease in the per cent of dividend-
paying stock since 1887 and this In
spite of the fact that there has been
a large Increase in the amount of
stock lssued, much of which repre-
sented no capital Investment whatev-
er but was Issued to pay bonuses,
commissions, ete., given to such fin-
anclial manipulators as operated the
New Haven, Frisco and Rock Island
deals,

It should be remembered that In
the total amount of railroad stock
outstanding there s considerable
that is not expected Lo pay dividends,
guch as switching lines, belt line
transfers, ete., which are constructed
onl yto facllitate the handling of
trafiic in and around terminals,

Interstate Commerce Commission
gtatlstics show that there has been an
increase over the period from 1887
to 1914, regardless of any Increase
in the total volume of stock-—that
there has been a very large Increase
in the proportion that pays divi-
dends, These statistics assume the
total amount of stock to have been
100 per cent each year, from 1887 to
1914, inclusive, and they show what
proportion of this total for each year
was dividend-paying stock, thus indi-
ecating the relation of the stock that
paid dividends to the tolal stock out-
standing for each year.

Thus, a more detailed examination
of the official statistics of the Inter-
state Commerce Commisgion, as re-
gards the dividend and non-dividend-
paying stock of the rallways of the
United States does not give the Im-
pression that the opponents of the
eight-hour day movement are so de-
girous of instilling into the publie
mind,

To say that “35 per cent of the
rallway stock paid no dividend™ In
1914 does not, in the slightest de-

groe, indicate that the stockholder of
American rajliways has not fared well
with his Investment, On the con-
1rary, it has been conclugively proven
that the condition of this stockholder
has ¢onsiderably improved over the
period of years,

As conclusively shown iIn  state-
mentg previously issued by the Inter-
state Commerce Commission the typ-
ical stockholder in American  rail-
ways 18 the rallroad corporation it-
self. and not the widows and orphans
which the railway officials would try
to have us believe owns the stock of
the ratlroads of this country.

The pumber of farms
glock receipts too small to cover the
value of the feed consumed Is sur-
prisingly large. Surveys of the Col-
lege of Agriculture indicate rather
conclusively that this is chiefly the
result of improper feeding and care,
ather than inferior breeding or
csuntity of the live stock. This s
wrticularly true with girictly meat
producing anlmals such as hogs and
beef cattle, which possess more uni-
form ability in produetion. Too mueh
stock I8 underfed and poorly shelter-
ed. While |t sometimes pays O
rough stufl thru the winter, espec-
ially in the western part of the stale,
as o rule it is a very expensive prac-
tiew A large percentage of the pigs
lost at farrowing time or soon [ol-
lNowing is the result of negligence. In
many casges this has meant the differ-
ence between profit and loss.
